Mr. Lindquist informed the Board that ISNAP has scheduled a quarterly provider meeting on April 25,  
             2006 at St. Joseph Hospital, Fort Wayne. Mr. Lindquist also informed the Board that planning sessions continue  
             for a Conference for Nurses, EAP’s, and HR’s sponsored by ISNAP on “Health Care Professionals –  
             Impairment and Recovery.” The conference is scheduled for September 29, 2006. Mr. Lindquist stated that this  
             will be a “Fund Raiser” to raise funds for ISNAP’s “scholarship fund” to assist with payment for urine drug  
             screens. ISNAP is in the process of seeking sponsors, exhibitors, speakers, etc.

The Agreement included a Letter of Reprimand and six (6) hours of CEU’s as 
outlined in the Board Order to be submitted within ninety (90) days of the Final Order. Further, 
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Respondent is ordered to pay a fine in the amount of $250.00 dollars within ninety (90) days of the Final 
Order.
